There are several kinds of hygrometers. The one 
best adapted to household, office. and factory use ts 
composed of a wet and a dry bulb thermometer. 
A Gry bulb thermometer is an ordinary thermome- 
ter. When this reads 70 and the wet bulb reads 68 
the humidity te 68, A dry bulb reading of 70 and a 
wet bulb of 62 means 64 humidity; 61, means 00: 
60, means 56; 50, means 52; 68, means 48; 57, means 
44; 56, means 4; 55, meane 86; 64, means 83; 58, 
means 30; 52, means 26, 

A great many people write that they are sur- 
prised at the low humidities which they are dis- 
covering. Some of these relate to living rooms, 
some to offices, and a few to factories. 

In the natural course, the humidity of rooms will 
get lower as the winter progreages. By January, 
the walls will be dried out, and the furnaces and 
boflers will be harder pushed. The room humidities 
will certainly average ten degrees lower than at the 
present time. 

More people are asking how the humidity can be 
raised, 

When an ordinary living room temperature is 
kept at 70, it is difficult to * the humidity above 
40. If there is steam heat, a jet of steam die- 
charging into thé air can be so arranged as to bring 
the humidity to 70. The @bjections are the odor 
and the noise. 

If there Is no steam, water can be evaporated by 
humidifiers, pane of water, wet towels, and wet 
clothe, fish bowls, fountains, tea kettles on the 
stove, etc. 

The greater the evaporating surface and the 
warmer the water the greater the evaporation. 
The stronger the air currents over the water the 
more effective the evaporation. 

With improvised evaporators it Is almost impos- 
sible, on a cold day when the temperature of the 
room is 70, to get the humidity over 40. 

Cold bedrooms and cold schoolrooms are different. 
When the windows are thrown open and the temper- 
ature ie 55. the humidity will be around 70 without 


the use of any humidifers.

At present this law only applies to the 
paving and widening of streets, the build- 
ing of sewers and sidewalks, the laying 
of water service pipes and sewer stubs, 
aud the laying of water mains in sparsely 
settled neighborhoods where such mains 
do not yet yield a revenue of 10 cents 
per running foot per annum to the city. 
When, however, such mains do yield this 
amount the city rebates back to the prop- 
erty owners 90 per cent of the original 
cost. 

The principle of the law is that the 
benefits received by reason of such im- 
provements equal the cost assessed 
against the property, and if in the 
adjustment of cost to benefits it can be 
proven that this department erred in 
spreading the assessment roll, it is the 
duty of the trial judge, when the confirma- 
tion of the assessment is asked, to reduce 
the assessment to that point at which 
cost and benefits balance. While these 
as in all other mat- 
ters, by the fallible judgment of men, rela- 
tive justice is done. 

Indeed, so confident am I of the sound- 
ness of the special assessment law that 
I have frequently advocated its apzlica- 
tion for the extensions of street car lines, 
the building of subways, and the creation 
of small parks and playgrounds; in short,

University of Chicago Gives Degrees. 


The eighty-first convocation of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago was held yesterday in Mandel 
hall. One hundred and nineteen students re- 
ceived various degrees and tities. Sixty-three 
were made associates, the degree attained at 
the end of two years’ work in the undergrad- 
uate school. Thirty-four were given bachelor 
degrees, three were awarded the degree of 
master of arts in the divinity school, three 
master of arts in the college of arts, and two 
in the college of science. Four doctor’s degrees 
were awarded, three of which were in philoso- 
phy and one tn jurisprudence. 

Prof. Inanzo Nitobe of the Imperial univer- 
sity, Tokio, delivered the convocation address. 

is subject was “American Influence in the 
ar East.” He controverted the idea of an 
oriental control of the Pacific, saying that it

8,338 this year, as compared to 3,136 last year.

The Fat Gosling. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
‘ITTLE chicken, pullet or cockerel, hen or 
rooster, designate the three ages of the 
hen family, but there is not, so far as 
I know, an intermediate term between 
gosling and goose, signifying young 


goose. We may, however, follow the nomen- 


clature of a famous French cook When we buy” 


our six pound young goose and ask for a 
gosling, and a fat gosling at that, a fowl with 
a yielding breast bone, pink flesh, almost free 
from hairs, and with toes which break when 
bent. under. An old goose is only fit for the 
stew pot, and not much use at that. 


—~o 


As in the case of the ducks, the breast meat 
is about all there id eatable to a goose, al- 
though goose specialists get a good deal besides. 
These specialists are seldom Americans, but 
the people of nearly all the countries of Europe 
make a good deal of the goose, As in the case 
of many other kinds of foods, the goose is 
in general eaten only by the people who are 
quite poor or quite rich. The latter often. eat 
a bit of goose combined with so many other 
flavors that this meat seems to be the least of 
the dish to which it gives name. Carrots, onions, 
spices, wine, sauce, sausages, chestnuis, soup 
stock, mushrooms, parsley, and fried bread are 
the ingredients combined with this meat in 
one recipe I, have at hand. b 

— 


German Goose — The Germans even save the 
blood of the goose for “black giblet dishes, 
mixing it with vinegar to keep it fresh. They 
kill and prepare the goose at least two days 
before it is to be cooked. A German housb- 
wife who is a good cook can do marvels with 
a goose. She has half a dozen stuffings for it, 
and the giblets are as variously prepared as 
there are small principalities in the empire. 
These latter are cooked often with many in- 
grédients, including apples, currants, spices, and 
vegetables. 

Austrian Goose—An Austrian housewife is 
said to be able to do more wonderful things 
with a goose than a German one does, She 
cuts up the bird, spices ite liver in a little 
casserole, boils its back and serves it with rice, 
spices its breast and es it, and makes a 
brown step of its giblets and feet. | 

— ‘ 

Although goose is sometimes served with 
spinach or jelly, the apple is the almost in- 
variable accompaniment either as a sauce or 
cooked around the goose in the same pan, or 
even in the stuffing. 

Goose Stuffing with Apple—Fry an ounce of 
raw ham with one medium sized chopped white 
onion with a tablespoon of lard or drippings 
for about three minutes, If liked add liver and 
heart and cook for two minutes. Put all in a 
bowl, add two medium sized apples peeled, 
cored, and cut in small pleces; three tablespoons 
of fresh bread crumbs, two tablespoons of milk, 
One egg, two links of country sausage, skinned; 
salt and pepper to taste, and herbs—thyme and 


parsiey. Mix all together thoroughly and stuff 


goose, Serve apple sauce with goose, as when 
ft is otherwise stuffed. 

Potato Stuffing — Season freshly mashed 
potato to taste, using two egg yolks instead 
of milk or cream. If onion is used to season 
it—it always agreeably flavors the whole goose 
if used—fry a chopped white onion for five 
minutes and mix it with the potato,
